It has leaked out in the 
face of repeated declarations from various 
sources that the troubles in Ifew Iberia 
are neither social nor political. It ia ve- 
hemently asserted by good citizens that 
black and white are banded in an effort to 
suppress disorders of lawless and immoral 
classes of blacks.

New York, Aug. 18. — The! oceaii race

The com- 
manders and the engineers of the Umbria 
and City of New York l^ave been cautioned 
not to speed their vessels under a penalty 
of suspension. Tlierefore tho Ems and 
La Bourgoyne will probably jog along at 
their accustomed gait. The officers of 
both the Umbria and the City of New 
York to-day positively declared that no 
thought was entertained of trying ta cut 
down the record, and they expressed their 
doubts as to whether any money bad been 
wagered on such a thing. . •

His death was the result of an 
altercation with a ship carpenter, on the 
oth inst., named Carl Fortrean, when the 
latter sti'uck Maata on the head with a 
blunt instrument, Fortrean sailed with 
his vessel, the ship Margaret, fur Tacoma 
two daya ago,

Hamilton, "late of British Columbia," 
protesting strongly againet the decision of 
the Home Goveniinent to adhero to Es 
quinialb in preference to . Burxafd Inlet as 
our naval base on the Pacific. ' ' 'Although 
not a oomniissioned militiiry engineer," 
writes Colonel Hamilton, "1 may possibly 
know as mucii about fortifications as Lord 
Elphinstone does — that is, at least, when 
1 know and ho does not know, tlie locus 
to bo defended." Colonel flaniilton is 
evidently unaware, not only that Lord 
Elphinstone is an old riaval ''bfficer;'but" 
also that he was, a8he Btate<£,'j^^th9!^puBe 
of Lords, at Bamrd lnlsbitumsek -only a 
abort while back.' j -At tile sanie' time, 
Lord Elphinstone was careful not to at- 
tempt to argue the matter as n question of 
what he personally approved or disap- 
proved. There is evidently a great deal 
to be said for both places, but after all 
some one must in the end decide, and 
when the Imperial authorities with the 
advice of the most experienced naval and 
military oflicers in the service have once 
decided, we cannot but regret that their 
action sli iuld be labeled as "squandering 
money" and "infatuation," in the columns 
of a daily paper whore no answbrto Colonel 
Hamilton's strictures is likoly to be forth- 
coming. On one point Colonel Hamilton 
is obviously under a misapprehension. In 
describing Burrard Inlet as a "rat-trap," 
Lord Elphinstone was referring not to an 
attack hy sea, but to an advance by land 
across the United States frontier." If 
our esteenjed contemporary knew more of 
"Colonel" Hamilton, and wo should like 
to know where he.got;iiiiB:title, it would 
hardly trouble itself tcf^rMVffcp; him; • The 
last intelligence we h!id^of.'%^'«jrM.jfrpm 
a Winnipeg paper whicn stated that oil 
his way East he had become somewhat 
deranged in that citj. Probably ho was 
in the same condition when lie wrote the 
letter to the Empire.

The advertise- 
ment calls for the u(Uistructioii of a canal 
on the Oaiwdian side of the river,through 
the IsMi of St Mary. As for. the St. 
Lawrence enlargements, tenders are asked 
for the construction of two looks arid the 
deepening' arid widening of tlie upper en- 
trance of the Galop's Canal; for the deep- 
ening and onlargoniont of tho sunnint 
level of the Cornwidl Oanal; the conatruc- 
lionof .anew lock at eaeli uf tho three 
lock stations on the Cornwall Canal be- 
tween tiie town of Cornwall and Maple 
drove; the deepening and widening of the 
channel-way of tho canal; the construction 
of bridges, etc. 

Tiu; annexatioui.of tho. two . Christmas 
Islands by Sir William Wisetnan, Bart., 
within a period of a few months has been 
too much for the geography of some of 
the'London i^apers, which have, apparent- 
ly, seen no particular ditliculty in a sud- 
den incursion of the S(]uadroii on the East 
Indian stiition into tho South Paciiic. 
Christnias Island No. 2 lies 200 miles 
south cjf .Java, .as Is described and of no 
special strategical import.inco, "though it 
might bo irritatnig to have any otiier tlag 
over it than our own.''

Cliffs of coral — 
steep, and in places almost inaccessible- 
rise from their base, upon the crater of an 
extinct volcano, to a height uf over 1100 
feet above sea level, 'riieie is no water 
on the island — on which man has, appar- 
ently, never lived — and its princijial in- 
habitants are liits and land-crabs.

His state- 
ment as to the location of hoapitala in 
crowded cities is undoubtedly correct, but 
differont citiea vary in their viewa of such 
mattcra and auch variations do not entitle 
him to make wild aaaertions and aid in 
thwarting the labors of a body of gontle- 
mon who are quite as conversant 
with tho wants of daily life as him- 
self, and so far as supporting 
such institutions the public horo, as else- 
where, are at all times liberal in contri- 
butiona for such worthy objects when" 
required, so Mr. • Madleod'a suggestion 
"that no enthusiasm can bo evolted," is 
(juite uncalled for aijd beside tho question 
now at issue; indeed, hia own body of 
maiiagers thought so highly of the ''Hos- 
pital Sunday" question that in a letter re- 
ceived by 1110 from tho aecretary in the 
last week of Juno, ho states they would 
recominend a collection to be taken u|) at 
an early date, but which so far has not 
been carried out by Mr. Macleod. . ' 

1 could say much - mdre, biit ' liavb al- 
ready tresjiassod on your space; but in 
conclusion I would remind the reverend 
gentleman that we are living in a free 
age and a free country, and ho should in 
the future exercise a little more diacro- 
tioii before ho makes iicrsoiial attackaon 
those who, not perhaps so talented aa him- 
.aelf, are still >■! their otvn humble way 
endeavoring to anio)iorate tho ills uf life 
to which we are all liable. 

In the sHiue issue 1 find a letter nigiied 
"Pterodactyl." I have not hitherto re- 
plied to anonymous communications, but 
make an exception in this case, as I am 
informed the writer ii a lady. 1 would 
simply recommend her to use "Fair play"

I have ever thought it an estab- 
lished priiici]ile in jcuirnalisni that the 
right of niuinlahiiiig their impersonality 
belongs (with obvious exceptions) to all 
contributors who confine themselves to 
fair disQussioUi and is ouly^to be refused 
to those who take occasion, froni the 
issues involved, to indulge in unjust per- 
sonalities. 1 trust that, apart from all 
refereiico to Iliispit.U matters, you will 
grant me space for a few remarks on the 
(|iiestioii tliiis incidentally raised, in the 
lirst place it seems to mo that tho public 
journal, in its deliberative character, is 
less a mercantile speculation than a co- 
operative enterprise, embracing, as virtual 
constituents, the humblest subscribers, — 
tho true ends of the enterprise being to 
secure and iiroinole uprightstiitesmanship, 
righteous administration, just adjudica- 
tions, jiuiiiiciiiorais, and tiie iiigiiest amount 
of common well-being; end8.>rl|ioIl| I take 
it, are better served, us a -rule, upon the 
impersimal iiietliod than upon any Other. 
To pursue the matter to it8-|ul| logical 
seiiueiice, I think it would 'be embarrass- 
ing to t lieiiiselves, and, in many cases, 
distasteful to their readers, if the iiiombors 
of the editorial stall' of a journal were re- 
ipiired lo write over their own signatures. 
Yet their writings are not supposed to be 
on that account less inUuentiul. On the 
other hand, permit me to observe, that as 
it seems to ine, the one example which 
you adduce in sup|iort of your lecoiiinieii- 
ilatioi) is just that ivliicli constitutes an 
obvious exception to the advantages of 
impersonality, viz., the case of a contrib- 
utor who writes with (tullioritij, in other 
words, that of an export in the (piestion 
at issue.
